READY-CUT 
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BILL HALSEY’S MONKEY MEN 


AvMIRAL BILL Halsey may have 
been too optimistic last month in 
predicting the complete defeat of 
the Axis this year. But Bill is doing 
all right, and everyone hopes he’s 
as good a prophet as he is a fighter 

There was one lovely three-sen- 
tence paragraph in the Associated 
Press interview with the admiral. 
He was describing the Japs: “They 
are not supermen, although they 
try to make us believe they are. 
[They are just low monkeys. I say 
monkeys because I cannot say what 
[ would like to call them.” The 
admiral’s prediction may not be 
right, but his description of Japs is 
right. This department doesn't 
know much about a lot of things. 
but it does happen to know about 
Japs. 

Back in 1911, when the first is- 
sue of ORAL HYGIENE appeared— 
five years before my association 
with the magazine—I started to 
learn about the little so-and-so’s 
(ladies read this journal so you 
have to use panty-waist profanity ) . 
It happened that for five years, 
starting thirty-two years ago, I 
tried quite unsuccessfully to be- 
come a California seed farmer. In- 
cidentally, my boss was Doctor 
Ernest Pieper who had left a fine 
dental practice to manage his sis- 


ter’s seed farms when her husband 
died. 

In those days in California, the 
Japs were rapidly replacing the 
Chinese as agricultural laborers, 
and as independent farmers, Seed 
farming companies just about had 
to do business with them; at least, 
they thought they did. At any rate, 
you had to give the Japs credit for 
being able and willing to work 
hard—when watched—and for be. 
ing enterprising, although Califor. 
nia whites began to learn that Jap 
enterprise had exclusively to do 
with Jap profit and Jap welfare, no 
holds barred. 

Part of my job as Ernest Pieper’s 
general flunky was to travel over a 
large section of the state, inspect- 
ing farms we operated ourselves, 
and independent farms where seed 
was grown for us on contract. The 
majority of the independent farm- 
ers were Japs, and many of the 
laborers on our own farms were. 
too. For five years, a great deal of 
my life was lived among them. In 
high laced boots, corduroy pants. 
and flannel shirt, topped off by a 
broad-brimmed Stetson. | learned 
a little about agriculture. a lot 
about walking twenty miles a day 

and a lot about Japs.

When drinking from a cup or 
glass not your own, always place 
the lower lip inside the edge.

Your lips will then be on the oppo- 
site side to the spot contaminated 
by the right-handed drinkers, who 
are, of course, in greater majority. 

To drink from another’s canteen 
by the lip method except in an 
emergency, is like borrowing your 
friend’s toothbrush. 

In the absence of drinking wa- 
ter, you will find that the juice from 
small limes that are common in 
tropical countries will refresh you 
and keep your lips and throat 
moist for hours. 


Languages 

If you do not speak the language 
of the natives, learn as quickly as 
possible carefully selected phrases. 
Do not at first spend time on gram- 
mar. I suggest you learn at once to 
say: 

Take me to white man—chief— 
friends—medicine man. 

Give me food—water—rest. 

Take this message to white man 
—friends—head man—mission- 
ary.

| wANT TO TELL the readers of 
Orat HyciENE of my personal ex- 
rience with a dental practice that 
was slipping. For older men who 
think, as I did, that the tempo in 
this war-mad world is too fast for 
them, it may furnish knowledge of 
what it takes to be a successful 
practicing dentist today. 

| moved my offices from Forty- 

Nine Hundred Euclid Avenue in 
Cleveland to the new Medical Arts 
Building (now renamed the Re- 
public) in the fatal year of 1929. 
The stock market had cracked and 
virtually every stock was sinking 
inan alarming manner. I had taken 
a beautiful two-chair office high 
above the noise and dust of the city 
streets. I lived in Shaker Heights 
and the Rapid Transit took me in- 
to the Terminal where I had only 
to go up a ramp, take an elevator, 
and | was at my office door. In 
stormy weather it was wonderful 
to be so sheltered. 

My overhead was much higher 
here, and I soon realized that for 
some reason my practice was dimin- 
ishing rapidly. I spent much time 
going over my books and trying to 
determine why certain patients had 
‘not been to the office lately. To 
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these I sent cards reminding them 
that they had not been in for a 
checkup for some time. That fail- 
ing. I called them on the telephone. 
Some of my patients complained 
that the new location was too far 
from their shopping district ; others 
thought the building cold and un- 
friendly. Several asked if my prices 
would not now be higher since 
someone had to pay for “all this 
elegance.” 

In one year I lost through death 
ten prominent men patients. I was 
greatly shocked by this and felt 
their loss keenly in my practice. 
Let it be understood that I spent my 
full time from September, 1929, to 
August, 1942, in this building. | 
insert this information because it 
seems hardly possible for a large 
two-chair office employing a lab- 
oratory assistant to suffer so se- 
verely, but now as I go over the oc- 
currences of these years what hap- 
pened is not only understandable 
but appears to have been inevi- 
table. 

I know now that I took on a part 
of the panic-stricken fear of that 
time. I took my own losses very 
much to heart. I was also so grief- 
stricken over the loss of my best 
patients that I was not in a mental 
nor physical condition to do the 
high quality of work on which I 
always had prided myself. Stran- 
gers sensed this and it made a dif- 
ference in their confidence. My 
older patients had less and less den- 
tal service. 

For years I had belonged to the 
city and state dental societies and 
enjoyed them, taking great pride 
in doing my part. As far back as 
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1912 I had given clinics and pa- 
pers on oxygen and gas analgesia 
in dental practice. I read all the 
best dental magazines and took 
pride in the appearance of my of- 
fice. 


Discouraged By Reverses 


After my losses everything 
changed. I resigned from the den- 
tal societies and lost interest in 
dental progress. I nourished my 
seeming hard luck and was full of 
self-pity. Of course my practice 
continued to decline; it was the 
natural result of wrong thinking. 
Today the public takes a man at his 
own valuation, and the things we 
fear often happen to us. 

For several years I drifted on in 
this way. To be sure these were 
panic years and on every side one 
could hear of discouragement and 
losses. Finally the war came— 
many men with good practices were 
called, and I considered taking 
over another dentist’s practice 
while he was in Service. I talked 
this plan over with my wife, and 
she strongly advised against it. 

One day my son, who is vice- 
president of a transportation com- 
pany in Cincinnati, came to the 
office for some dental service. Re- 
public Steel had taken over much 
of the building. They demanded 
most of the choice space, and those 
of us who were without leases were 
moved to smaller and darker quar- 
ters. I was one of these unfortu- 
nates, and I think that this change 
did much to lower my morale. My 
son had not seen this office. He 
looked around, and there was dis- 
appointment in his manner. “Dad.”

MAIL-ORDER DENTISTRY OUTLAWED 


BEFORE ADJOURNMENT the Seventy-Seventh Congress passed and the 
President signed the legislation to prohibit mail-order dentistry. Under 
the terms of this legislation, “It shall be unlawful, in the course of the con- 
duct of a business of constructing or supplying dentures from casts or im- 
pressions sent through the mails or in interstate commerce, to use the 
mails or any instrumentality for the purpose of sending or bringing into 
any state or territory the laws of which prohibit: 1. The taking of impres- 
sions by one not licensed to practice dentistry. 2. The construction or sup- 
ply of dentures by a person other than, or without the authorization or 
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THE DENTISTS NOW entering the 
Service are to be absent for the du- 
ration of the war plus six months. 
In that time. there are many possi- 
bilities that family status, personal 
ability or disability, financial in- 
dependence and property value, 
will be greatly altered. It is the duty 
of these dentists to arrange, before 
they enter the Service, or certainly, 
before they leave this country. for 
their affairs to be administered 
carefully. 

Insurance, safe-deposit-box reg- 
ulations, allotments from govern- 
ment pay. estates, property hold- 
ings. should be protected as much 
as possible. allowing for as many 
contingencies as can be antici- 


pated. 
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Some practical suggestions to the 


dentist entering military service. 


As most policies of life insur. 
ance now in effect contain no “war 
or aeronautic restric: 
tions,” they should be maintained 
when men enter military service. 
If these are not allowed to lapse, the 
man in Service is protecting not 
only his dependents while he is 
facing the hazards of war, but also 
furnishing himself financial pro- 
tection against the event that he 
may return after the war in such 
condition that he will be uninsur- 
able. It is wise to take the following 
precautionary steps to protect cur- 
rent life insurance obligations:

S. A form should be executed 
giving a certain person authority 
to make policy loans and withdraw 
dividends; or the insured can exe- 
cute several sets of loan forms, 
leaving the date and amount blank, 
and give them to the person he 
wishes to make withdrawals. In this 
event, the company should be di- 
rected to pay the amounts desig- 
nated to the person making the 
loan and not to the insured. 

In designating a person with the 
power of attorney-in-fact to care 
for insurance, be sure that definite 
policy numbers are referred to. 
The power should give the desig- 
nated person the right to take any 
action which the insured is en- 
titled to take, other than the right 
to change the beneficiary. Caution 
should be exercised in granting the 
right to borrow, as excessive or 
unnecessary loans jeopardize the 
insurance protection. 

If the insurance is protected by 
the provisions of the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Civil Relief Act, no loans 
can be made without the consent 
of the Veterans’ Administration. 


National Service Life Insurance 


Immediately upon entering the 
Army or Navy, the insured should 
take out his full $10,000 National 
Service life insurance. This policy 
is issued on a 5-year term plan, con- 
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vertible at any time after one year 
has elapsed, into ordinary life, 30- 
payment life, or 20-payment life. It 
is issued without medical exami- 
nation if applied for within 120 
days of being sworn into the Serv- 
ice. Because of government subsi- 
dies, the rates are low. Monthly 
rates vary per $1000 according to 
the age of the applicant. 

There is a limit on who can qual- 
ify as a beneficiary of National 
Service life insurance. Benefits can 
be paid only to a widow, widower, 
child (including step-child or ille- 
gitimate child if designated by the 
insured parent), parent, brother or 
sister of the insured. A fiancee, 
persons other than those listed, and 
an estate cannot be named the 
beneficiary of such insurance. 

Upon the death of the insured, 
payments are made to the bene- 
ficiary, if under 30 years of age at 
the time of the insured’s death, at 
the rate of $5.51 per month per 
$1000 for 240 months. If the bene- 
ficiary to whom payment is first 
made is over 30, payment will be 
made in equal monthly install- 
ments for 120 months for sure, and 
such payments will continue during 
the beneficiary’s lifetime after the 
expiration of the 120 months. 


Group Life Insurance 


Group life insurance commit- 
ments, except in rare instances 
(where the employer contributes a 
special premium to a War Risk 
Pool), cease at the end of 31 days 
after the termination of the in- 
sured’s employment. Although 
policies of group insurance may be 
converted to like amounts of pro-

such policies will have war exclu.

Payments 


Service in our armed forces js 
not considered employment in o¢. 
cupations covered by the Social Se. 
curity Act. Many men now rely up- 
on the death payments under the 


Act to supplement their life insyr. | 


ance, but when they are away in 
government military service, the 
possible income in death payments 
under the Act may lag. Service out. 
side employment covered by the 
Act reduces the amount of monthly 
death and retirement payments 
due, no matter how long the man 
was employed under the Act prior 
to Service, and may even preclude 
payment of the monthly death ben- 
efits to parents, widows and for 
young children, if the period of 


Service is long. 


Allotments For Life Insurance 


Allotments can be made from 
government pay to meet life insur- 
ance premiums with private com. 
panies. This allotment is deducted 
by the government and forwarded 
to the insurance company. 

Under the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Civil Relief Act of 1940, as amend: 
ed in 1942, the government safe- 
guards life insurance not exceeding 
$10,000 during the term of mili. 
tary service and for two years after, 
guaranteeing premium payments. 
To be eligible for this protection, 
the policy must be in force on 3 
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emium-paying basis at the time 
of application for benefits under 
the Act. Such an insurance contract 
qust have been entered into and a 
remium paid on it at least 30 days 
before entry into the Army or 








Navy. However, policies with any 
war exclusion clauses that affect the 
basic protection are not covered by 
this relief act. Policies with double 
indemnity for accidental death, and 
with disability provisions are 
covered, even though these benefits 
may be void by reason of military 


service. 


Safe-Deposit Boxes 

Current regulations covering 
safe-deposit boxes allow for a box 
to be sealed if the holder of the box 
is reported “killed in action,” pend- 
ing proceedings in Probate Court. 
A will should not be kept in the box, 
if another safe place can be found 
to file it. If a soldier is reported 
“missing,” the box may be sealed 
by the bank for its own protection, 
for the bank would be considered 
liable if the attorney-in-fact was 
permitted to enter the box when the 
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principal was dead. The box should

be placed in the name of a person 
who is interested in your affairs, or 

















an understanding should be ar- 
ranged with the bank regarding the 
contingency of being listed “miss- 
ing in action.” 


Negotiable Securities 


An agreement of trust should be 
drawn up, if a man’s negotiable 
securities are to be turned over to 
someone for safekeeping. If this is 
not done, the death, insolvency or 
disability of the custodian may re- 
sult in these securities being added 
to the custodian’s estate.

Ignoring the blood, 
Doctor Haisch got four wounded men to 
a temporary hospital on the deck below 
before allowing himself to be treated.” 


Denver (Colorado) Rocky Mountain 
News: Members of the Denver Dental 
Association and other dentists of Den- 
ver have contributed eighteen full-course 
glider scholarships to be given as prizes 
in model glider building contests being 
conducted by the Rocky Mountain News, 
the University of Denver, and others.

It would cost the 
Government a small fortune to ship my 
instruments by air, but I can carry a 
light case for emergency.” 


San Antonio (Texas) Light: Major 
James V. Sparks of Fort Sam Houston, 
who practiced dentistry in Paris for 
twenty-five years, gave an interesting talk 
in San Antonio on his impressions of the 
events leading up to the collapse of 
France. He also commented on a con- 
ference he had with Adolf Hitler when 
serving as a member of the international 
peace committee. 


“TIT am under no illusion as to the 


type of man he is. You have heard him 
described as a maniac. That isn’t true. 
He is intelligent and capable and should 
not be underestimated.” 

Major Sparks said that censorship.

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igctors 10 leading to “a collapse of the 
people of France.” All the news of the 
french Army was suppressed in France 
juring the crucial period of the war, he 
pointed out, and this demoralized the 
tynilies of men who were at the front. 
‘When the people lost faith in their 
gvernment, their only thought was es- 
rape,” he added. 


Philadelphia (Pennsylvania) News:

THE ARMED FORCES TAKE OVER DENTAL EDUCATION 


ALTHOUGH THE exact details and the final plans for the Specialized Train. 
ing Program of the Army and Navy have not been announced, it js be. 
lieved that all dental students will be called to active duty before March 
31, 1943. This means that students will be housed, fed, clothed, and paid 
as soldiers and sailors of the United States. They will be subject to mili. 
tary discipline and will be educated at government expense. Presumably 
failure to meet the scholastic standards will result in students being with. 
drawn from their assignment in dental colleges and detailed for other 
forms of military duty. 

According to present plans an arrangement will be made between the 
dental schools and the government whereby dental faculties will super: 
vise the professional aspects of the training and the military authorities 
will be in charge of the military training. No ambitious program in mili. 
tary training is contemplated. Two hours a day in drill and calisthenics 
will be the total time spent in military activities. These hours will be ar. 
ranged so that they will not conflict with professional training. Although 
line officers may be placed in charge of the military aspects of the train. 
ing, it is believed that the Office of the Surgeon General will see that dental 
officers are assigned to dental units to coordinate the program. 

The Specialized Training Program has resulted from a joint plan of the 
Army, Navy, War Manpower Commission, and the American Council of 
Education. Selection of students will be governed by the standards used 
for officers’ candidate schools. The Army program will likely be much 
larger than the similar program for the Navy. It will be under the Com. 
manding General of the Services of Supply. The Navy program will be 
under the Bureau of Naval Personnel. 

Dental students at present holding commissions in the Medical Admin. 
istrative Corps or as ensigns in the Naval Reserve are expected to be re- 
quired to resign their commissions and enlist as privates or apprentice 
seamen to be detailed to dental colleges to finish their courses of instrue- 
tion.

The last war taught a bitter lesson. The Students Army Training 
Corps Was conceived as a method to train young men in the professions 
snd, at the same time, to have them under Army discipline and control. 
The training program was under the supervision of line officers, young 
nen fresh out of officer training schools who were superficially prepared 
s Army officers and bewildered with the needs of the professional school 
tudent. Clashes resulted between the school authorities and the military. 
The student-soldiers were caught in the jaws of this controversy. The 
result: the products were neither good dental students nor good soldiers. 

We may be confident that this mistake will not be made again. 

The fearful will sound their cries that the military taking over the 
ental colleges represents the decay and downfall of dental education 
in America. It is true that some of the eccentricities of dental education 
nav be eradicated and an attempt may be made to standardize training. 
That will be for the good. The new supervision may bring measures of 
reform to dental education and an efficiency that is long overdue. Even 
the most well-informed apologists among dental educators have been 
known to breathe the heresy that dental education is in need of some im- 
provement. The supervision under the Specialized Training Program of 
the Army and Navy may be the answer. 

The critics of the plan to train military personnel in our colleges and 
universities are already busy. President Robert M. Hutchins of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago labels the plan as one designed to produce “large 
quantities of low grade mechanics and small quantities of high grade 
ones.” It is now too early for him, or anyone else, to make such a decision. 
He may be correct in this dire prediction—and he may be wrong. This is 
an experiment in education. All experimentation is tentative. Conclusions 
are not reached until the evidence is submitted which follows after testing 
and does not precede. We should make an effort to observe this far-reach- 
ing experiment with an open mind and save our criticisms until the pro- 


gram is in full swing.

THESE INTERESTING excerpts from 
letters received from the South Pa- 
cific are printed with the permis- 
sion of Lieutenant Carson’s father, 
Doctor H. G. Carson, of Nowata, 
Oklahoma, to whom they were 
written.

land for our protection ). Cruisers 
made a constant zigzag. 

The island was at one time evi-~ 
dently a volcano; the old lava for- 
mations line most of the beaches. 
making a rugged approach; and 
the mountains rise sharply upward. 
Covered with trees and foliage to 
the very top, there is not a barren 
spot to be seen on the island. 

Coconuts hang plentifully from 
the palms. Banana trees adorn the 
one road _ that time 
enough from driving to take in the 
view: before the war these trees 
were cultivated and well-cared for 
by the natives. Now they are re- 
ceiving high wages from our gov- 
ernment at the docks and in the 
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vast activities on the island, so they 
have little time for the care of these 
plantations—and for their art of 
fishing; now they eat the white 
man’s fish from cans. 

The natives are without a doubt 
above us in intelligence; however, 
they lack education. The children 
are much more alert than our 
youngsters of the same age. They 
are very friendly and have the 
highest sense of morals one could 
visualize. The boys get nowhere 
with these young ladies. 

With my many and varied duties 
| am completely content and the 
days fly by. I am now transporta- 
tion officer for our company. 
which requires my supervising the 
care and assigning of our vehicles 
for the duties they are to perform. 
I have an International pickup that 
is pretty well mine, to carry out this 
job. The Commander has a jeep. 
Another truck and then our ambu- 
lances comprise our fleet, so you 
can see this alone is no little job. 

This week I have been handed a 
fourth duty, other than being den- 
tal officer and censor. I am also drill 
officer now. Four times each week 
I take the men into the field in full 
military fashion. I wouldn’t swap 
this for any of the many duties that 
might have been assigned me, 
for it will give me much added con- 
fidence, which is always valuable. 
I was selected for this as I seem to 
be in favor among the men and they 
think I can get the most out of the 
boys in the shortest time. We have 
some good boys and I like working 
with them. 

While here I have done little den- 


tistry; what little has come up |

X-Ray Treatments 


(Q.—I have a patient, a young man. I 
have a full-mouth roentgenogram taken 
of him in June, 1939. It shows a normal 
condition of the roots. There is a ques- 
tion of the vitality of the upper right 
second molar and the roentgenogram 
showed two cavities also. 

At that time, he had a mixed tumor 
below the angle of his lower left jaw, 
toward the back. This was removed at a 
hospital here on November 23, 1939. 
Since that time he has had X-ray treat- 
ments for fifteen minutes. These made 
his mouth dry and burned the tissues. 
This continued for seventeen days, and 
after that he was to have an X-ray treat- 
ment every three months. 

They said where they gave the treat- 
ments that it might make his teeth loose 
and he might lose them. 

The restorations have come out to 
some extent, but most of the molar teeth 
had extensive restorations. Most of the 
crown was filling material. Jt seems best 
to extract these molar teeth now. Would 
it be all right to use block anesthesia for 
the extractions? I believe that the mixed 
tumor was not connected with the teeth 
in any way, but the X-ray dried up his 
mouth. Would that have any effect on 
his mouth if the teeth were extracted? 
The mouth seems normal now.—E. A. P.., 


Rhode Island. 


A.—lIn our experience it is not 
safe to extract teeth until about 
three years after deep X-ray ther- 
apy around the neck or jaws. The 
bone does not heal well before that 
time. 

In one of our cases in which a 
man about 55 had had deep X-ray 
therapy on the left side of the neck 
for actinomycosis, there followed 
rampant caries. Knowing the dan- 
ger of extracting the teeth at that 
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time, we preserved them with rey 
torations for a little over three 
years. We then extracted and mace 
dentures. The wounds healed nice. 
ly but, in a little less than a year 
he developed an osteomyelitis o{ 
the left side of the mandible. We 
didn’t treat this condition, but we 
saw him occasionally and think jj 
was about two years before this 
cleared up. 

With the history of this case be. 
fore you, you will know what to 
do.—GEorGE R. WARNER. 


Erosion 


Q.—I would like your help in a prob. 
lem of erosion. The patient in question 
is a woman, 20, of a well-to-do family, 

Her bicuspids, upper and lower, have 
deep areas of erosion at the gum line. 
The first bicuspids are the worst. Erosion 
is just starting on the cuspids and labial 
of the lower anteriors at the gingival, 
The bicuspids will have to be restored as 
the portion next to the gum is starting 
to decay. 

In my fifteen years of experience | 
have usually found erosion of this char- 
acter in patients between 40 and 50 years 
old. 

The patient claims to be careful of her 
brushing habits and has a good dietary 
regimen. All her teeth are in good con- 
dition; she has a perfect bite. The third 
molars are erupting and need small res- 
torations. She says her father is bothered 
the same way, and has many of his teeth 
restored. 

I am having her watch her brushing 
habits, get plenty of milk, fruits, and 
vegetables; and swab her teeth at the 
gum line with milk of magnesia, to be 
left on the areas overnight. 

Her teeth, particularly the bicuspids, 
have long cusps. When she occludes the 
buccal cusps of the upper teeth come

chanical, caused by a toothbrush 
srdentifrice abrasion ; or chemical 
sosion, caused by the dissolving 
tion of an acid, such as hydro- 
shloric acid or lemon juices. If you 
van determine the cause in this par- 
cular case you should, of course, 
insist upon the elimination of the

“The abnormally long cusps 
should be shortened by grinding if 
they are producing lateral trauma. 
You can determine this by examin- 
ing the occlusal surfaces for worn 
facets, and by having the patient 
cose firmly, and run through the 
lateral and protrusive excursions 
with the occluding teeth in contact. 
Watch the teeth closely for move- 
ment under this occlusal stress, and 
also lay your index finger against 
the buccal surface of the teeth to 
detect movement during such oc- 
clusal excursions.—V.C. SMEDLEY. 


Osteomyelitis 


Q.—I have a young girl patient, 8. 
who has had twelve osteomyelitis oper- 
ations during the past 6 years. She has 
tun a temperature of 100° to 102° until 
about a year and a half ago and has had 
constant discharge from some of the 
lesions until about 6 weeks ago. 

The mouth of this patient is in a de- 
plorable condition. Most of her erupted 
teeth, including her six-year molars, 
should be extracted on account of ram- 
pant caries. 

Would it be advisable to undertake 
these extractions, inasmuch as some of 
the osteomyelitis involvement on her 
arms and legs followed after they had 
been slightly injured. Her general health 
is fair and, of course, she is nervous.— 


T. H. R., Wisconsin. 
A.—There would be danger of 


osteomyelitis following removal of 
teeth in the mouth of a child with 
such extensive osteomyelitis else- 
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where in the body. It would be wise, 
therefore, to make free use of am- 
moniated silver nitrate and place 
restorations in these teeth if the 
pulps are not involved. If the pulps 
are diseased, it will be necessary to 
remove them, for foci of infection 
in the mouth could be a contribut- 
ing cause to the osteomyelitis.— 
GEORGE R. WARNER. 


Bacillus Acidophilus Test 


Q.—Could you tell me just what the 
procedure is in taking the bacillus aci- 
dophilus test? I have three young women 
patients with rampant caries.—J. R. B.. 
Michigan. 

A.—While we have made a great 
many bacillus acidophilus tests, do- 
ing the laboratory work ourselves 
for some, sending some to your 
state university and others else- 
where; it seems to me it would be 
wise for you to follow the proce- 
dure in getting the samples advised 
by whoever does the laboratory 
work. 

The Dental Department of the 
University of Michigan is prepared 
to run the tests and to furnish 
equipment and instructions for col- 
lecting the saliva. This will be done. 
I believe, without cost to you. 

If you wish to do the laboratory 
work yourself, the University of 
Michigan will be glad to give you 
a list of equipment needed.—

Eroded Teeth 


O.—Recently I had a patient, a young 
man of 18, who came to me complaining 
of sensitiveness around the necks of sev- 
eral teeth. 

Upon examination I found erosion had 
started around the upper right first mo- 
lar, first and second bicuspids; the upper 
left lateral incisor; and the lower right 
first bicuspid. The erosion was about 
14 mm. deep in the upper first bicuspid 
and not so deep in the others. It seemed 
to form a wedge, not wider than 1 mm. in

any of the teeth and was in the enamel, 
not in cementum or at the enamo-ce- 
mentum junction. Recently several other 
teeth have become sensitive but do not 
as yet show evidence of erosion. 

This patient has a clean well kept ap- 
pearing mouth and has no restorations 
and only three teeth with rather deep oc- 
clusal grooves which, in a more suscep- 
tible individual, might call for small pre- 
ventive occlusal restorations. This pa- 
tient reports that these teeth were not at 
all sensitive until about six months ago, 
and are now rapidly becoming more so. 
His teeth are evenly placed and the erod- 
ed teeth show no prominence over the 
rest of the teeth. The occlusion is as 
nearly perfect as possible. 

Is there any known method of stop- 
ping this rapid erosion? It seems to me 
that I recently read an article, which 
claimed it could be controlled by diet, 
but I have been unable to find that 
article. 

I do not believe that excessive brush- 
ing is involved, and he uses one of the 
less abrasive dentifrices. 

Any information which you are able to 
give me will be greatly appreciated.—N. 


K. L., Illinois. 
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A.—The problem of marked Vv. 
shaped erosion in an 18-year old ig_ 
rather unusual and apparently dif. 
ficult to solve. 

Despite what you say about the 
condition not being caused } 
toothbrush abrasion, I still think 
that the toothbrush-dentifrice com, 
bination may be at least a factor. 

I also find that erosion, preceded 
by cervical sensitiveness, particy. 
larly in young people, is quite likely 
to be caused by traumatic occlu- 
sion. So it would be well to test 
carefully for any undue stresses oy 
the affected teeth: particularly the 
tripping type of stresses. 

A diet on the neutral or alkaline 
side might be helpful. Cervical sen. 
sitiveness is helped in some cases 
by increasing the vitamin B intake, 
We have used wheat germ for this 
purpose; a tablespoonful daily.—
